Fishing Made 
Easy By Using 
Electric Line

SAN DIEGO, Calif.. Dee, 5— | 
Landing a fish may be sport, but 
when the fish weighs 100 pounds or 
more, it is altogether a different 
problem. At least tuna fishermen 
off the coast of Mexico feel that 
way. With the assistance of Gen- 
eral Electric engineers, they have 
rigged up a scheme of electrocuting 
the fish once they are firmly 
hooked, 

Some of the boats are equipped 
with 110 volt direct current. On 
one side of the circuit is attached a 
small steel plate which is thrown 
into the water alongside the ship, 
The other side of the circuit is 
carried to the steel hoop through a 
small insulated wire, Once the fish 
is hooked a switch is closed, sending 
sufficient current to stun it. 

The same equipment has been 
tried out on swordfish, weighing 
from 300 to 1,000 pounds, which 
usually require seven or cight hours 
to lar By using electricity these 
fish have been landed in approxi- 
mately five minutes.

To have grown the best wheat on the 
continent is the distinction that has come 
to Joseph H. B. Smith of Wolf Creck, Al- 
herta, through his victory at the Chicago 
International show. It is a distinction of 
which any one must be proud, and the 
winner will have the hearty congratula- 
tions of people in all parts of the province. 

Incidentally, this signal award shows 
that the Wolf Creek area has never got 
the credit to which it was entitled as a 
wheat-producing section, It is added to 
the districts to which Alberta will look in 
future for prize winners at the big fairs 
at home and abroad, 

GOOD FINANCING 

With a surplus of a million and a half 
dollars for the last year, it is not sur- 
prising that Alberta’s credit should stand 
high. But the sale of five millions of pro- 
vincial bonds at a price better than the 
Dominion Government was able to obtain 
on a recent issue is an achievement going 
beyond all expectations. 

Congratulations are due to the Pro- 
vincial Treasurer—and equally to the tax- 
pavers of the province—on this demons- 
tration of the soundness of the provincial 
credit, and on the fact that advantage was 
taken of the opportunity to market the se- 
curities at a favorable time. 

CITY BONDS SELL WELL 

The sale of nearly a half million dol- 
lars’ worth of city debentures, at a price 
which financiers say is very favorable in 
view of conditions in the money market, 
throws a timely sidelight on the state of 
the civic finances. 

This transaction completes the financ- 
ing of the capital expenditure of the pre- 
sent year, and clears the way for market- 
ing whatever securities are to be issued 
in 1930. The price obtained shows that 
the city’s credit is sound, and that funds 
for next year's instalment of the improve- 
ment program can be secured on the best 
terms going.

As I have said so many times in this column, de- 

mocracy is on the run throughout the Western world 

Let me call to mind again the assertion of Musso- 
lint as he took over the reins of Italian leadership. 

‘ < “Liberty is no longer a chaste 

severe maiden for whom gener- 

ations, in the first half of the 

last. century fought and died 

For the intrepid, restless youths 

who are now in the dawn of a 

new history other words exer- 

clse a greater fascination— 

name! orde hierarchy and 

discipline, Fascism is not afraid 

to declare itself liberal or anti- 

liberal, It has already passed and 

Gleup #rank if necessary will pass again 
without the slightest hesitation, oyer the more or less 
decomposed body of the goddess of liberty.” 

Mussolini evidently agrees with the American 
political critic, Frank Exline, who says that “the peo- 
ple themselves desire neither Democracy nor Popular 
Sovereignty; they desire efficient, wise, and just 
government,” 

The Mussolinis and the Exlines are, of course, 
convinced skeptics of the democratic dogma, and we 
must discount the despair of the man who has camp- 
ed even temporarily under the shelter of a fresh con- 
viction 

Certainly the late Lord Bryce was 
herent of the democratic philosophy and yet we 
found him saying, at the end of his life, “Few are 
the free countries in which freedom seems safe for a 
century or two ahead When the spiritual oxy- 
gen which has kept alive the attachment to Hberty 
and self-government in the minds of the people be- 
comes exhausted, will not the flame burn low and 
flicker oul?” 

The Americans and the British, to take two peo- 
ples at random, are likely to think that the revolts 
against democracy, as in Italy and Russia, are but 
temporary brain-storms of war-wracked peoples, and 
that when the fever dies. democracy will be resurgent, 
but, as Lord Bryce pointed out, when popular gov-

THE HUMAN TOUCH 

This is a mechanical age; but per- 
sonality is still “plus.” I was con- 
ferring the other day in the central 

office of a large 
completely mod- 
ern industry, 
based on inven- 
tions no older 
than our century 
-—the motion pic- 
ture. There's a 
lot of psychology 
there on a grand 
seale—much of it 
still to be ex- 
plored. But the 
question put to 
me was, “Why 
will class of students listen to a 
good lecturer for an hour and keep 
interested, and when we put that 
same lecture on the sound-film, they 
get tired in ten minutes?” Answer: 
Personality! 

Yes, in @ sense it’s the same per- 
son, the same voice and manner, the 
sane words—the same appeal to eye 
and ear, But it’s denatured and it's 
flat, You can’t quite translate per- 
sonality and keep the original favor 
or carrying power. That's why we call 
each real personality an individual 
Only one of a kind. Somehow when 
run through a machine, even so nce 
curate a registering device as the up- 
to-date sound film, it loses a little of 
the first-hand human touch of reality, 
That doesn’t lessen the enormous

Personality will never find its occupa- 
tion gone, 

It's an old idea this: of a statue 
come to life, of @ mechanical man 
with a vital spark, of a robot replac- 
ing a liuman. Tho psychologist has 
no fear so long as he retains his faith 
in the value of the human touch 
Something of the personality will get 
across, but the subtle flavor is miss- 
ing. We marvel at what we get, yet 
feel, if we are sensitive, that some- 
thing is lacking I have even ques- 
tioned whether that well known dog 
that hears “his master’s voice” 
really thrilled by it, or even wags 
tail 

Certainly the cult of personality is 
secure; the triumphs of invention do 
not threaten it, however extended and 
refined may become the second-hand 
substitutes of & product valued for its 
first-hand quality. The higher the 
quality, the greater the personality, 
the wider the gap between the orig- 
inal and its replica Personality re- 
mains supreme. Life is too rich, too 
warm, too complex, too subtle to sub- 
to translation without loss. It 
is well that it is so. 

So I can't tell the motion-picture 
magnates why ten minutes on the 
bcreen exhausts the attention, but ac- 
cept the demonstration that the hu- 
man touch is what sustains interest 
It is a tribute to the delicacy of the 
mechanism that nature provides for 


value of this most, humanized inven- 
tion, bringing the world of science 
and art to your door. It merely tes- 
tifles to the enduring value of per- 
sonality above the machine-made 
product. 

On the same day the papers carried 
a half-page advertisement, of the Am- 
erican Federation of Musicians, 140,- 
000 strong, making a plea for real 
live musicians and fearing the decline 
of the musical arts in an age of music 
conveyed by machine. Again a plea 
for personality, The danger may be 
real and the process inevitable; and 
we'll approach the human touch as 


—_———— 


the transfer of personality by the 
delicate medium of the qualities with- 
in, that. somehow reach the answer- 
ing brain through shades of voice and 
manner registering only in the emo- 
tional language that we have learned 
from the cradle. That alone is the 
authentic speech of the personality 
The mechanical rendering is true with 
the truth of mechanics but not of 
humanity, We impress, we effect, we 
teach, so far as we fully succeed tn 
doing so, by conveying the touch of 
our individual personality. The su- 
preme value in life remains the hu- 
man touch,
